WHERE LONDONBES FAIL. 


A correspondent of the Tinea, who has boon 
travelling in the United States and Canada, 
xays he heard the same thing everywhero—tho 
Englishman who’ sioseeds is hardly ever a Lon- 
doner; the Buglishman who fuils completely is.
